We  met  Ervinton  again  here  and  completely  routed  them  with  a 9 hit,  14  run 
game,  in  which  they  got  only  4 hits  and  1 run. 

Because  of  a mistake  the  next  game  in  our  schedule,  which  was  with  Haysi, 
was  not  played.  In  our  final  games  of  the  regular  season,  we  played  a double-header 
with  Clinchco,  one  of  the  games  having  been  postponed  from  the  first  of  the  season. 

In  the  first  game  we  took  a thrilling,  11-inning,  2-1  victory,  the  winning  run  being 
scored  by  A1  Stone.  We  took  the  second  game  6-1,  with  Red  Hibbitts  our  steady- 
hitting,  third  baseman  sparking  our  scoring  attack. 

In  the  semi-finals  of  the  tournament  we  beat  Haysi  7-1,  with  Duck  Sutherland 
setting  the  usually  heavy-hitting  Haysi  team  down  with  2 hits.  In  the  tournament 
we  defeated  Ervinton  7-2,  with  Jackie  Hamilton  adequately  filling  Red  Hibbitts’  shoes 
at  third  and  coming  up  with  several  beautiful  plays.  Robert  Baker  had  the  best  day 
at  the  plate,  with  2 for  2.
